   (III) EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS PROCEDURES FOR A 15 

NUCLEAR POWER PLANT AND SURROUNDING COMMUNITIES; 16 

 

  (2) HEAR AND RESPOND TO COMPLAINTS LODGED BY 17 

INDIVIDUALS AFFECTED BY THE OPERATION OF A NUCLEAR POWER PLANT; AND 18 

 

  (3) COMMUNICATE ANNUALLY WITH THE POWER PLANT 19 

RESEARCH ADVISORY COMMITTEE IN THE DEPARTMENT. 20 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 21 

October 1, 2012. 22
